“Secoud, To secure the co-opera- 
tion of as many families as possible 
not reached by the former drive, in 
order that the literature may be given 
tothem also.

“Third. To effect a relatively per- 
manent organization through which 
the Food Administration may,at sub- 
sequent times, if it isnecessary, easily 
and quickly reach the homes, 

“Fourth, To devise some means of 
determining for each county how far 
families are actually conforming to 
the plans for meatless and wheatless 
meals, and to the general requests for 
the use of substitutes for wheat, su- 
gar, ham, bacon and animal fats, It 
is realized that this is a difficult thing 
to do, but it is hoped that some means 
of measuring results can be worked 
out: by weekly reports in the church- 
es; by the co-operation of parent teach- 
ers’ associations or other organizations 
in recording conditions in their own 
families; by working out for one’sown 
town or county, a statement showing 
the saving that should be effected, ac- 
cording to the population, through the 
observance of meatieas and wheatless 
meals, and making an effort to find 
out from the grocers, from statements 
of interested families in different 
classes in the community, or in other 
ways how far the saving in the com- 
munity is approximating this eati- 
mate.’’ 

PORKLESS DAY TO BH ADDED. 

In addition to the present wheatless. 
and meatless days the government 
will request in the new campaign the 
observation of a porkless day once a 
week. The Federal instructions 
which will be distributed in al) the 
hotels, reataurants and homes of Mich- 
igan between January 6and 12 gives 
the following definition of the newly 
created porkless day: 

“One porkless day each week in ad- 
dition to Tuesday, which shall be Sat- 
urday, By porkless we mean no fresh 
or salted pork, bacon, lard or ham,”’ 

The new plédge card of the Food 
Administration gives the following re- 
vised interpretation of the existing 
wheatiess and meatless days:" 

“One wheatless day each week and 
oue wheatless meal each day; the 
wheatless day to be Wednesday. By 
wheatless we mean to eat no wheat 
products.

LIQUID YEAST. 


4 medium-sized potatoes, washed 
and pared; 1 quart hot water; 1 C 
sugar; 1 t salt; 1 cake dry yeast soak- 
ed in 1-4 C lukewarm water or 1 cake 
compressed yeast. 

Grate or grind the potatoes directly 
into the water. (A food grinder is 
convenient for the purpose.) Boll five 
minutes stirring constantly. Wask po- 
tatoes. Add sugar and salt; aliow the 
mixture to cool. When lukewarm, add 
the yeast. Keep at ordinary room 
temperature (about 70° F) fer 234 
hours, when it will be ready for use. 
This should be kept in a cool, dark 
place, An earthen jar or enamel- 
ware pail is a good container for it 
and should be scalded before the yeast 
is put into it. One recipe makes six 
cupfuls. I cupful equals 1 yeast cake. 

If liquid yeast is used in making 
bread, it may be necessary to add a 
Httle more flour (1-2 C or 1 C) than the 
recipe calls for; In making bread a 
small amount of dough may be saved 
for use in place of yeast at the next 
baking. The same care, however, must 
be taken with it.as with Hquir yeast; 
It must be kept covered and in a cool 
place. 


“OLD GLORY BREAD.” 


1C rye; 8 C flour (white); 1t salt; 
3 T shortening (may be omitted); 3 C 
whole wheat flour; 4 C water; 1 yeast 
cake, or mere according to the length 
of time allowed for rising. 

Add salt and shortening to boiling 
water; coo) §o lukewarm; add yeast 


cake, dissolved in a little of the wa- 


Ail flours mixed together and 
Let rise 
until double its size. Knead and shape 
into loaves. Let rise. Bake one hour. 
This makes four good sized loaves. 
“Old Glory Bread” is used much in 
France at present. 


OATMEAL MUFFINS. 

1-2 C milk; 1 C cooked oatmeal; 1 
agg; 2T fat; 11-2C flour; 2 T sugar; 
1-2 t salt; 4 t baking powder. 

Cook oatmeal, using one part oat- 
meal to two parts water. A large 
proportion of water makes too soft a 
mush and gummy muffins. Mix enilk, 
oatmeal, egg, and melted fat. Add 
ary ingredients after sifting them to 
gether. Bake 265 to 30 minutes. This 
makes 10 to 12 muffins. These muf. 
tins are not as light as plain muf- 
ins, but flavor is very good. 


OATMEAL. BREAD. 

1 C milk and water or water; 1t 
salt; 1 T fat; 2 T sugar; 1 C rolled 
pats; 2 1-2 C wheat flour; 1-2 cake 
compressed yeast; 1-4 C warm water. 

Scald Nquid and pour it over the 
rolled oats, suger, and yeast, eelt and 
tat. Let stand until lukewarm (about 
half an hour). Add yeast seftened in 
warm water. Add flour and kneed. 
Let rise until double its bulk. Knead 
again and place ina pan. When light, 
bake in a moderate oven from 45 te 
30 minutes. 


DATE BREAD, 

8 C flour; 1-2 C sugar; 2 ¢ salt; 
6 t baking powder; 1 C bran; 1 C 
milk or water; 1 egg; 4 to 6 T short- 
ening (oleo, Wesson oil, etc.); 11-2 
C dates and nuts. 

Mix and sift flour, sugar, salt, and 
baking powder. Add bran and fruit. 
Add liquid, add egg, and shortening. 
Bake in loaf. 


SOUR MILK GINGERBREAD. 

1 C molasses; 1 C sour milk; 2 1-3 
C flour; 1 3.4 t soda; 2 t ginger; 1-2 
t salt; 14 C melted butter. 

Mix molasses, and sour milk, and 
add melted butter. Sift dry ingre. 
fients and combine mixtures. Beat 
thoroughly. Pour into an oiled pan, 
bake 25 minutes in » moderate oven. 

DRESSING. 

1-2 © sour cream; 1-2 t salt; t g¢. 
pepper; Yolks of egs grated fine; 1 T 
vinegar; 2 t melted butter. 

Add ingredients to sour cream. Stir 
dressing well. Pour over the potatoes 
and egg whites, and mix weil. Serve 
cold.

GRAHAM MUFFINS, 


1 1-2 C graham flour; 1 C flour;

In the mean time his case will be re- 
ported to the U.S. marshal, and thor- 
oughly investigafed. He ia about 50 
years of age and lived in this country 
22 years, and has not taken out citi- 
zenship papers. He served in the 
German army and atated that since 
the out-break of the European war he 
has received communications from a 
German consnl. Wilhelm had been 
employed in a lumber camp in Otaego 
county.

Most of the 
trouble can be avoided by adding a 
handful of oif meal, to cornmeal or 
eottonseed meal, to supply, in a way, 
the fat that has been Pemoven in the 
skimming. 

The milk should be given to them 
warm and never when it is frothy. 
Never allow a calf to drink all of the 
milk that it wants at one meal. It is 
a bad practice to allow several calves 
to drink out of one trough, some of 
them will get too much. Care in feed-
